The vote in the prim ary election Tuesday 
will be light. All the political experts are in 
agreem ent on that. 
"Ohioans who will go to the polls are ot two 
kinds, generally speaking. 
They are identified closely with the party 
organizations, with an immediate interest in 
influencing the success or failure of certain 
candidates, or they are motivated by a 
sense of responsibility about participating 
in popular voting. 
Ohioans who will not go to the polls are 
all of one kind, on the other hand. They are 
willing to forego their right to participate 
in the balloting because they have neither 
an interest in the candidates nor a sense 
of responsibility. 
They say. by way of explanation, if any­ 
one asks them, that they do not believe in 
the direct prim ary, that they cannot feel en­ 
thusiastic about either the candidates or the 
system under which they are nominated. 
They do not blame themselves for their 
apathy but the candidates and the system. 
It never occurs to them that the candidates 
and the system, themselves, are the product 
of voter apathy. 
Skeptics question whether anything should 
be done about this, or whether anything 


could be done about it. They do not believe 
widespread voter participation is either at* 
tainable or desirable. As far as they are con­ 
cerned, all voting should be carried on by 
a political elite — a minority with the pa­ 
tience to keep informed. 
The skeptics are right, to the extent that 
voting should be done by citizens who are 
informed. They are wrong, however, when 
they assume there can be a political elite in 
a 
self-governing 
country. 
That 
would 
be 
class dictatorship. The Soviet Union has a 
political elite — a small minority of Com­ 
munists who make all decisions in behalf of 
upward of 200 million people. 
Popular government in the United States 
will be preserved by popular participation— 
nothing else. 
It is in gravest danger when citizens stay 
away from the polls, as hundreds of thou­ 
sands of Ohioans are planning to do in this 
year’s prim ary. 
There is nothing anyone can say or do to 
rrtake them change their minds at this late 
date. But if they believe they will never be 
missed, they are wrong. 
They will be undermining the two-party 
system that guarantees freedom to Ameri­ 
cans.

Pretty much sneered at for a couple of 
decades, the Horatio Alger type of American, 
who made it the hard way even if he knew 
boyhood poverty and skimpy meals, is getting 
back into the picture. Horatio Alger Award • 
will be given to eight Americans who are 
standouts in the tradition that built the coun­ 
try before a good excuse for becoming a 
juvenile hoodlum was that home had no pic- 
ture-window and mom had to use tough cuts 
in the beef stew. 


THE ALGER STORY has been long ridi­ 
culed as “ corny.” But it is realized today 
that the pattern produced few juvenile as­ 
sassins, habitual cannon toters or candidates 
for Alcatraz 
An Alger hero could endure a lean plat­ 
ter, dingy hall room and rough going with­ 
out turning into a jungle savage. He didn’t 
brush off parental advice because pop didn't 
earn much money and mom had to take in 
washing. 
He had patches on the seat of his pants, 
holes in his shoes, callouses on his hands 
and roadblocks on his future. But it gave him 
no hideous contempt for human life.. 
The Algers could be born in poverty, raised 
in squalor and put to work in their teens 
without crying, “ I’m just a mixed-up kid. 
Fetch me a psychiatrist." 


THEY BATTLED undernourishment, un­ 
derprivilege and “ under-comfort” in a tough­ 
er day than this without deciding to surren­ 
der to ways of the hoodlum. They said, as 
Joseph Welch put it, “We were poor, but 
somehow we never realized it.” 
The 1958 awards will go to a steel corpora­ 
tion president who had to go to work at 14, 
an investment banking chief who was once 
a railroad brakem an, and top leaders of in­ 
dustry who were shoeshine boys, barbers, 
errand boys, truck drivers, all of whom knew 
no boyhood luxur 's. 


Tied language experts, who like to harp at 
newspapers, there are some things in this 
world that cannot be made simple. All the 
simplification accomplishes is to oversimplify 
and distort something that requires a high 
degree of concentration to understand it. 
Or. what is worse, simplification may seem 
to shed a bright light of comprehension on 
something which is, in fact, incomprehensible 
and will remain so. This would apply to sec­ 
tions of the Internal Revenue Code which 
have been 
couched in bafflegab because 
they consist of bafflethought. 
Simple thoughts and simple concepts can 
be and should be expressed in simple lan­ 
guage. Otherwise, many thoughts and many 
concepts which are not simple must re ­ 
main beyond the mental reach of those who 
want the complexity of the times reduced 
to the-cat-chased-the-rat English. It cannot 
be done. Those who say it can are guilty of 
bafflegab, themselves — the oversimplified 
kind that m arks them as simpletons.

The local bus lines are back in the ter­ 
minal where they belong. 
The extra congestion caused by both pedes­ 
trian and auto traffic at the E. 5th St. 
“ Curbside Term inal” has been eliminated by 
the change. 
Almost as im portant as the return of the 
buses to the term inal is the increased policing 
designed to keep the area as free of loit­ 
erers as possible and the promise by Martin 
Gluchow, new term inal operator, that things 
will be improved in general. 
The bus term inal is a valuable asset to 
the community.

This is the story of “ BMEWS.” 
Let’s not be casual with it. It may 
be the story of your life. For 
“ BMEWS,” w i t h its supersonic 
brain made up 
of thousands of 
s e c r e t new 
e I e c t r o n ic 
tubes, c o u I d 
some d a y be 
the last voice 
heard before a 
heavy rain of 
h y d r o g e n 
b o m b s blots 
things out. 
So I h a v e 
been following the personal his­ 
tory of those brand new tubes with 
affection truly unsuited for any 
robot. They are just going into pro­ 
duction in the RCA plant in that 
center of gentle people and lush 
lands known as Lancaster. Pa. 
This installation is the principal. 
if not the only, Air Force source 
of such tubes for the moment — 
though there are some stand-by fa­ 
cilities elsewhere 
if lightning or 
worse should make it necessary for 
them to be activated. 
When there are enough of these 
tubes they will be shipped north 
towards the Arctic Circle. 
There they will be fixed into the 
fourth radar “ picket line” strung 
around the Soviet hydrogen bomb 
airfields snuggling into the ice on 
the red side of the snow cap. 
“ BMEWS” stands for “ Ballistic 
Missile Early Warning System .” 
It backstops the 
first, 
second 
and third warning lines stretched 
in a vast semi-circle around the 
Pole. The first l i n e is Pinetree 
Line. The second is the famous 
DEW Line — Distant Early Warn­ 
ing. The third is the Mid-Canadian 
line. All along these 
are bases 
manned 
by U.S. 
and Canadian 
forces. 


THESE LINES are r e a l l y a 
string of bases with machines con­ 
trolled by radar detection tubes 
and other electronic equipment and 
computing machines. T h e y can 
track and d e s t r o y an enemy 
bomber 90 miles distant. So ac­ 
curate is this gadgetry, 
it 
can 
not only locate a plane over a city 
but over a specific building in that 
city — and even over a room in 
that building. 
BUT. this triple warning system 
only can detect piloted aircraft in 
tim e to sound the alarm when the 
seeing electronic eye feeds infor­ 
mation into a computer. The com­ 
puter then automatically arouses 
a far-off arsenal. This fires an anti­ 
plane missile. 
All this is fine. But 
n o w we 
m easure space as the Inter-Conti­ 
nental Ballistic Missile flies. Thus 
the Pentagon luanehed P r o j e c t 
“ BMEWS.” 
To meet 
the great 
ICBM speed, “BMEWS,” in effect, 
is a change to higher power trans­ 
mitting tubes. 
Because of their tremendously 
increased power they can observe 
flying objects further, faster. This 
gives greater warning time for 
the mechanical c o m p u t e r to 
tell the 
arsenal what's coming 
where. 


IT WOULD GIVE target cities— 
New York, Chicago, Detroit, Pitts­ 
burgh. 
etc., 
— longer 
warning 
time and, therefore, greater pro­ 
tection. 
The new tube’s the thing. For 
years now there have been hun­ 
dreds of skilled workers 
at 
the 
Lancaster RCA plant living 
and 
working in industrial peace under a 
contract between the corporation 
and the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers. 
Now' that plant, in labor jargon, 
is being “raided” by the left-wing 
United Electrical Workers. T h i s 
weeks stirred things up 
at the 
thoroughly unionized plant. 
It has sent its president, Albert 
Fitzgerald, in. It has imported its 
general organizer, Jim M a 1 1 e s, 
who has been accused by witnesses 
under oath at federal hearings of 
being pro-Communist.

Any talk of a new, broad labor 
law this year looks like plain wind- 
jamm ing. 
There can be no law 
unless both houses of Congress 
act. 
The Senate may. It’s doubt­ 
ful the House will. 
Sen. Lyndon B. Johnson of Tex­ 
as, leader of the Senate Demo­ 
crats, pressured by Republicans 
to get the ball rolling, promised 
Senate action. He wouldn’t pre­ 
dict 
the 
same 
for 
the 
House. 
There’s no sign the House intends 
to do anything at all. 
Nevertheless, the talk begins to­ 
day and will last for weeks. The 
Senate 
Labor 
subcommittee 
be­ 
gins hearings on a whole hodge­ 
podge of proposals for 
curbing 
unions, in some cases curbing em­ 
ployers, and amending the sTaft- 
Hartley Act. 
This subcommittee won’t have 
time for a thorough examination 
of all the proposals thrown at it, 
because it’s supposed to finish its 
hearings and present a bill to the 
full Senate for action sometime 
by mid-June. 
The 
result: 
probably 
a 
mild 
bill. Once it’s called up for de­ 
bate, amendments can be offered 
from 
the 
floor. 
So 
the 
debate 
should last for weeks. Then by 
July I or later the Senate prob­ 
ably will approve some kind of 
measure. 
Then it’s up to the House to 
act. But time is an im portant ele­ 
ment here. And time is running 
out. The members of Congress 
are anxious to get home by mid- 
August to campaign for the No­ 
ember elections. 
The House can’t act until its 
Labor Committee holds hearings 
to consider labor legislation 
If it 
really wanted to do a job, it 
should be starting on its hearings 
no later than now. 
To start them after the Senate 
finishes—perhaps 
some 
time 
in 


July—would leave such little tim e 
before adjournment that the com­ 
mittee couldn’t possibly do a seri­ 
ous or thorough job. 
That’s why Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell suggested Sunday House 
hearings should be getting under 
way now. 
There wasn't any indication the 
Senate intended to act, either, un­ 
til recently when Johnson called 
up a Democratic bill to protect 
employes’ 
pension 
and 
welfare 
funds. 
Then Sen. William F. Knowland 
of California, Republican Senate 
leader, tried to tack on a whole 
mob 
of 
amendments 
that 
had 
nothing to do with pension-welfare 
funds. So did the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration. 
Johnson and other Democratic 
Senate leaders faced the prospect 
of having no pension-welfare bill 
at all or having it m assacred un­ 
der a load of amendments that 
actually covered the whole broad 
field of labor legislation. 
There had been hearings on the 
pension-welfare bill but none on 
the proposed amendments. John­ 
son promised action on a broad 
labor 
bill--with 
hearings—if the 
pension - welfare 
m easure 
was 
spared. It passed intact and the 
amendments were killed. 
Then it was up to Johnson and 
his Democrats to m ake good on 
their promises. Hence, the hear­ 
ings that start today on all kinds 
of proposed labor legislation. 
But 
the 
House 
hasn’t 
even 
scheduled 
hearings 
yet 
on 
the 
Senate - passed 
pension - welfare 
bill. It m ay do that. And the full 
House before adjournment may go 
along with the Senate in approv­ 
ing 
a 
law 
on 
pension-welfare 
funds. 
But that’s about as far as it 
seems ready to go in 1958. That 
m eans everything connected with 
broad labor legislation has to start 
all over again next year.

year, and the total is still nearly 
22 billion dollars. This is ample to 
back the U.S. dollar with billions 
to spare. 
But the recession and the pros­ 
pects of big treasury deficits m ake 
gold look more alluring to other 
governments 
and 
to 
individuals 
abroad who can buy and hoard it 
—Americans can’t. 
U.S. law perm its foreign central 
banks to buy gold from the Trea­ 
sury but forbids American citi­ 
zens to buy or hold it. In m any 
lands foreigners can buy gold on 
the free or black 
m arket 
and 
hoard it. 
And the slump with its threat of 
inflationary afterm aths adds talk­ 
ing points for those who would 
like to see the price of gold go ud 
from the $35 an ounce at which 
the 
U.S. 
government 
officially 
pegs it. 
A San Antonio. Texas, invest­ 
ment banker, B. F. Pitm an Jr., is 
urging congress to raise the price 
to $100 an ounce. This would give 
the Treasury a big windfall in the 
write up of the dollar value of the 
Fort Knox metal. He argues that 
the move would not only put gold 
miners back to work but would 
bolster the price of copper, lead 
and zinc and put these m iners 
back to work, too. 


It is not only the victims out of 
jobs who are worried. Those work­ 
ing. and with plenty of dough, 


are disturbed no end if they have 
thought their country’s predica­ 
ment through, seeking a sound sol­ 
ution. 
Pollyannas have lulled the na­ 
tion into a false sense of finan­ 
cial impregnability. Now, as the 
stern truth must sometime face 
every spendthrift, there’s want in 
the family. 
It is the antics of our “ boards 
of directors’’ in Washington and 
in state capitals, floundering to 
solve our family problems, that 
have sound thinkers scared pink; 
the finacial mess that profligate, 
give-away government has creat­ 
ed and the few ways that are left 
to turn 
in 
an 
emergency. 
Our 
Uncle Sam is strapped; only we 
can bail him out. 


IN POLITICAL capsules, labeled 
“ look what we’re doing for you,” 
the guys we have sent to Wash­ 
ington, in 25 years, have put every 
man, woman and child in the na­ 
tion in 
debt $1,650 each 
— in 
round figures $7,000 average per 
family. You’ll have to add for 
yourself what your state and local 
“guardians” have added to t h i s 
by following the federal pattern 
to keep themselves in office. 
They have fooled enough voters 
that “ it cost the people nothing.” 
to keep themselves elected, a n d 
their faithful henchmen on t h e 
payrolls. 
The shoe had to pinch hard to 
make some realize that the peo­ 
ple pay for it all: in payroll de­ 
ductions. direct and hidden taxes; 
through doubled prices that have 
kept them hand-to-mouth depend­ 
ents upon a politically dominated 
and 
controlled 
economy; 
that 
pays them back in 49-cent dollars. 
Meantime our uncle has m ade 
every m an’s savings, his life in­ 
surance or pension worth less than 
half what he paid for it or what 
he expected it to provide in old 
age, emergency or at death to his 
dependents. 


IF A PRIVATE concern, bank 
or insurance company had done 
this to the people who put treist 
in them, the birds who did it to 
us would legislate them out of 
existence, likely throw the rascals 
in jail. 
But we asked for it. Kept on 
asking more “ something for noth­ 
ing,” more “federal aid,” m o r e 
“state aid” fall of which we saps 
pay) until the vicious system has 
extended to our counties, c i t i e s , 
townships, school districts — to 
our very doorsteps. 
It became the way to get elect­ 
ed — on any ticket. 
Now some five million are broke 
and out of jobs. As we turn to 
our uncle again, this time in dire 
need, we find him in debt over 
his head — and no way to get 
money except that we give it to 
him or go on his note for more 
billions. 
WThat an uncle! In spite of the 
hundreds of billions we have given 
him. he’s worse off than we: he not 
only hasn’t saved a cent, but he 
has mortgaged every household for 
$7,000 and is sending every fam ­ 
ily 'the average) an annual federal 
tax bill for $1,700 — and better 
than five million of us are looking 
for jobs. 
But he’s an ingenious guy. our t 
uncle. 
He’ll borrow five 
billion 
more — by upping our mortgage. 
He can't get it elsewhere: he’s 
got only dependents abroad: and 
has something like IO million Je- 


pendents “working” for him at 
home. 


WE 
COULDN’T 
expect 
uncle 
to cut expenses to the bone, as 
we must. He could function as 
well, maybe better, with half the 
public payroll, but that could throw 
five million of his pals out of 
“ work.” 
He can’t cut taxes and keen 
the political machine intact, re­ 
tain the vote-getting give-aways 
that keep every last ham let kneel­ 
ing before him — to bet a smidgen 
of their own money. 
Now that they’re broke, h ell 
build them some roads, schools 
buildings 'th at they’ll pay for) and 
some of them — just some — will 
get jobs out of it so they can 
spend more and be able to pay 
uncle his taxes. 
That uncle could, aid directly 
only those who need it wouldn't 
be half as vote-alluring as an ex­ 
travagant 
round 
about 
national 
show, half the cost of which will 
make the rich richer, and bring 
back more to uncle via the high 
tax brackets. 
Since we’ve gone to live w i t h 
uncle, guess we’ll have to I i v ^ 
his way — and never again be 
more solvent than he is. ‘Cause all 
that he owes, he owes to us, to 
the banks, insurance companias, 
pension funds and trusts that hold 
our money and constitute the real 
security of America. 
Politics sure has got our uncle 
into a finacial pickle.

sation reserves. 


Bvrd called the Senate Finance 
Ccmmittee into session to set a 
date for hearings on

Housp- 
passed bill to extend the benefits 
for workers whose payments are 
exhausted before April I, 1959. 


The extended payments would 
be made from federal funds which 
the states would have to repay 
.rom added taxes or, otherwise, 
lour years hence. But Byrd said 
the states now have nearly eight 
billion dollars of reserve funds. 
“Before we vote on this bill or 
any other proposals the commit­ 
tee would like to find out why 
the states are not drawing on the 
huge 
reserve 
funds 
to 
extend 
these benfits,” Byrd said in an 
interview. 
Byrd said figures provided by 
the 
Treasury 
Department 
show 
that only about 200 million dol­ 
lars 
was withdrawn 
from state 
trust funds during March, when 
^employment reached the high­ 
est point since World War IL He 
said 
balances 
remain 
high 
in 
many states with heavy unemploy­ 
ment. 
Meanwhile a group of Senate 
Democrats planned to meet this 


week, seeking ways to broaden­ 


ing the bill’s coverage to include 
those not now covered by state 
systems, and to provide federal 
grants rather than advances to 
meet the cost.

9 5 5 .1 6 of the revised code of Ohio which is a part of amended H .B . 3 84. 
This law abolishes the opportunity whereby greedy individuals for per­ 
sonal gain can seize dogs and sell them to the several medical research 
centers in the midwest states. This law requires a record be kept of all 
dogs received bv the Medical Center and by the Pound keeper for a period 
of three years from the date of acquiring any dog.

“ brought out the need of substan­ 
tially expanded research to develop 
new and more effective uses for 
coal, to improve and expand uses 
and to reduce the cost of coal pro­ 
duction and distribution.” 
He said legislation for such a 
program now is pending in Con­ 
gress and that it would be “highly 
beneficial to the coal mining in­ 
dustry. to consumers of coal, to 
coal mining workers, to distressed 
coal mining communities and to 
the general public.”

to the east. 
Sukarno’s forces moved quickly 
to re-establish civil control over 
Sum atra, the focal point of the 
rebellion since it sprang into the 
open 21* months ago.

A fter w atching m any a person 
m ake heavy work out of a light 
task because of a dull tool, we 
wonder why m ore attention is not 
paid to the sharpening of im ple­ 
m ents. 
Actually, it takes between 
30 
seconds and one m inute to put a 
fine cutting edge on the average 
| garden or outdoor tool. 
T here is only one thing needed 
for this type of sharpening, and 
that is a m edium fine file of the 
flat variety. T h e procedure is to 
clam p the shank of the tool in a 
vise. If there is no vise handy, lay 
it on the edge of the work bench 
or a table. About half a dozen 
strokes will produce an excellent, 
raw , cutting edge, the very best 
there is for garden tools. 
T here is a right and a wrong 
way to file anything. The r i g h t 
way is to use both hands on the 
file.

j no* unusual to find cracks in the 


1 ceiling, particularly when the room 
is big and there are no partitions 
I to support the large expanse of 
plaster. 
In a great num ber of cases this 
is caused b e c a u s e tile ceiling 
I beam s are not of sufficient * u e 
I and strength or because the span 
is too g reat for them . The sag 
that results will never get belle** 
bv itself, but it can be prevented 
from becom ing greater. The first 
cracking will indicate w hat is to 
follow, but if m easures are taken, 
im m ediately, it is possible to p re­ 
vent a sag which will be notice­ 
able. 
As one can im agine, it is im ­ 
possible 
to 
do 
anything 
except 
through the attic. E ven though it 
m ay be floored over, it is not 
m uch of a job to take up the 


rough boards so that the beam s 
supporting the ceiling below are!

After this has been done, strips

Dieters Need Adequate y>utrition 


Daily Pattern 


It takes all kinds of diets and 
dietary tricks to please a reducing 
family tnat numbers in the mil* 
lions 
One question that crops up 
is this: 
Is it 
preferable 
to 
eat so little rn 
quality 
(bulk) 
that the stom ­ 
ach s h r i n k s 
and is satisfied 
with less, or to 
eat a quantity 
of non - fatten­ 
ing foods in or­ 
der to have a 
pleasantly full 
Ida Jean Rain 
feeling without getting fat from 
it? 
On that score, your dietitian 
chooses 
a 
middle of the road 
course. 
The kind of meal that is 
most satisfying to the largest num­ 
ber of reducers is one that includes 
some bulk foods which serve as 
space fillers, along with a hot food 
for warmth and satisfaction and, 
m ost 
important, 
stick-to-the-ribs 
protein food. 


SPACE FILLERS help to bring 
a certain kind of satisfaction with 
very few calories. 
For this rea­ 
son, a bulky salad, relishes or 
crisp low-calorie products such as 
rusk, rye wafers or melba toast 
fill a need. 
Such foods require considerable 
chewing, 
and the very act of 
chewing is satisfying. 
It’s an ex­ 
cellent plan to have a dish of rel­ 
ishes on the table — celery cut 
right through the heart, carrot 
sticks and radishes—from which 
the dieter can eat all she pleases. 
Since overweights tend to eat 
very fast to fill the void, a clear, 
hot soup or buoillon at the be­ 
ginning of the meal, along with 


the relishes, gives soothing com­ 
fort for few calories and takes the 
anxious edge off appetite. 
Satiety, that nice feeling of hav­ 
ing had a good meal, is v. hat the 
dieter needs if she is to stay hap­ 
pily with the slimming fare. 
The 
satiety value of food can be m eas­ 
ured in two ways: The length of 
time a food remains in the stom­ 
ach, and the amount of gastric 
juice stimulated by the food. 
Meat is first on the list of high 
satiety foods. 
Of course, to cut 
calories, all fat must be trimm ed 
off. 
Eggs Ifave a stick-to-the-ribs 
quality—cooked eggs more so than 
raw. 
Soft cooked eggs help allay 
hunger pangs, but hard cooked 
eggs stay by you longest. 
Potatoes are higher in satiety 
value than bread, and when eaten 
with meat, the potato increases the 
satiety value of the meal. 
Soups 
made with skim milk are comfort­ 
ing and furnish needed nutrients. 


THE STOMACH is a muscular 
organ which stretches or shrinks 
according to the habitual size of 
the meals that come its way, so 
it stands to reason that it is not a 
good practice to eat beyond that 
first feeling of satisfaction. 
Fortunately, it doesn’t take too 
long to shrink appetite down to 
size. 
On smaller, high satiety 
meals, it begins to shrink within 
a week. and by the end of three 
weeks, the dieter is pleasantly sur­ 
prised to find she is satisfied with 
much less food.

We must admit. I think, that 
these people probably fear t h e y 
will not feel very comfortable or 
welcome at the P T.A. meetings, 
otherwise more of them w o u l d 
come. But the f a i t h f u l P T A. 
m embers or leaders will assure us 
that everything printed or said at 
the meetings aims to welcome ev­ 
erybody. That is true. 


MORE SUBTLE 
HUMAN 
fac­ 
tors are at work. The parents who 
do dress well and speak with ease 
and comfort and assemble at the 
meeting with others of their so­ 
cial and cultural levels, have not 
learned to exercise enough social 
graciousness to m ake those less 
fortunate feel truly at home with 
them. Maybe it’s too much to ex­ 
pect of human beings. Yet it s an 
ideal worth striving for. 
The P.T.A. has always em pha­ 
sized spiritoal m atters. Usually,: 
their meetings are opened w i t h 
prayer, sometimes by a m em ber, 
who is invocation chairman, some-: 
times by a clergyman. 
At state and 
national 
conven-l 
tions, clergymen leading the invo­ 
cation represent various f a i t h s 
and denominations.
